AUGUSTANA  COLLEGE  &  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY, 

Rock  Island,  III., 

comprises  three  departments,  viz  : 

1.  The  Preparatory  course,  of  three  years,  imparts  thorough  instruction  in 
the  Elements  of  the  English,  Swedish,  Latin,  and  German  Languages,  U.  S.  and 
Swedish  History,  Ancient  and  .Modern  Geography,  Natural  History,  Arithmetic, 
Elementary  Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  and  Vocal  Music.  The  subjects  of  this 
department  are  arranged  so  as  to  afford  good  opportunities  to  those,  who  wish 
to  pursue  studies  for  practical  life,  or  ror  teaching  in  parochial  or  public 
schools,  as  well  as  for  admission  into  the  College. 

2.  The  Collegiate  course,  of  four  years,  offers  superior  advantages  for  the 
thorough  study  of  the  Ancient  Classics,  General  and  Swedish  History,  Mathe- 
matics, Natural  and  Mental  Philosophy,  English,  Swedish  and  German  Langu- 
ages and  Literature. 

In  the  Scientific  course  the  Greek  and  part  of  the  Latin  is  omitted  and  an 
equivalent  given  in  Natural  Sciences,  Higher  Mathematics,  and  French. 

Instruction  in  Christianity   is  imparted  in  both  of  the  above  departments. 

3.  The  Theological  course,  of  two  years,  embraces  all  the  theoretical  and 
practical  subjects,  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Terms  arid  Vacations.— The  present  term  will  close  June  16th,  and  the  next 
scholastic  year  will  begin  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  Sept.  1st  1881.  The  Fall  term  will 
continue  36  weeks.  The  Winter  and  Spring  term  will  commence  about  January 
10th  1882  and  will  continue  twenty-two  weeks. 

Admission  and  Expenses. — Admission  Fee  in  Preparatory  and  College  De- 
partments, 85;  Admission  Fee  in  Seminary,  $3;  Tuition  in  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment, per  week,  $0.60;  Tuition  in  College  and  Seminary  Departments,  per  week, 
$0.75 ;  Boarding,  Light,  and  Room,  per  week,  $2.00.  The  tuition  and  cost  of 
boarding  per  term  is  to  be  paid  in  advance.  These  rates  may  be  slightly  modi- 
fied the  next  school-year. 

The  library  has  during  the  past  year  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
74  volumes  and  119  pamphlets  presented  by  various  donors,  and  now  contains 
about  10  200  books  and  pamphlets. 

The  museum  of  natural  history  and  philosophical  apparatus 
have  been  increased  both  by  purchases  and  gifts.  The  Entomological  Collection 
has  lately  been  determined  through  the  kindness  of  Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes,  Director 
of  State  Laboratory  of  !N"at.  Hist.  jSTormal  111.  A  Con  etiological  collection  con- 
taining about  1000  species  has  been  placed  by  its  owner  as  a  deposit  in  the  Col- 
lege for  the  benefit  of  interested  students. 

The  numismatic  collection  comprises  about  750  coins  and  medals  and 
a  few  specimens  of  paper  money,  presented  to  the  institution  by  various  donors. 
Its  principal  objects  of  interest  are  two  collections  of  historical  medals  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Hasselquist,  the  one  embracing  an  almost  unbroken  series  of 
the  English  sovereigns  from  William  Conqueror  to  George  in,  and  the  other  a 
series  of  fourteen  of  the  Papal  Pontiffs.

Carlson,  Lutheran  missionary  at  Eajahmundry.
